capital. Meanwhile President 
iCiompers. of the American Feder- 
'ation of Labor, in a statement re- 
iterated that unless the employers 
group in the cohference agreed 
to the declaration that tlie work- 
ers, without discrimination, had a 
rtfllt to organize, it is worse than 
useless for labor's representatives 
to continue the deliberations. 

After announcing: he had received 
Wilson's message, Chairman Lane de- 
clared the conference as orignially 
. constituted, adjounwd and immediate- 

^ ly called the membera of the public 
Rroup into .session as a now confer- 
ence. Lane tol^ the delegates the 
-itriti^tlritwl of tiw labor group, chan^ 
ed'ttie nature of the conference. He 
said ' the President dtaired :the public 
Rtoup to remain in session to carry 
en the work inaamuch as the burden 
of industrial diapatea fall to carry 
on the public. 

"I know", he said, "the pcoplo of 
the United States are (greater than 
any part of that people and a^ a body 
they will move forward, regardless of 
clashes between interests." 

Representatives of capital were 
culled upon to mieet and detei-mine a 
course.

Vi/ashington, Oct. 23 — Labor 
withdrew from the National In- 
dustrial Conference last night, af- 
ter its final effort to obtain adop- 
tion of a collective bargaining 
resolution ha8 been defeated by 
the vote of a majority of the cap- 
ital group. / 
Although the representatives 
" of both public and capital an- 
lunmced their intention of re- 
« maining in the conference, the 
next move in the effort to restore 
industrial peace to the country 
, evidently rested with President 
jWilson. 

Withdrawal of the labor group 
was announced by Samuel Gomp- 
ers, president of the American 
, Federation of Labor, after a dra- 
matic speech. 

When the conference j^fts con- 
vened in the afternoon'the labor 
group offered ,the following reso-^ 
lution : 

"The right of wage earners to 
j^Lananize wi|hout discrimination. 
^I^lobargain collectively, to be rep- 
resented by representativesc of 
their own. choosing in negotia- 
tions and adjti^tments with em- 
ployers in respect to wages, hours 
of labor and relations' and condi- 
tions of employment is recogniz- 

r • In introducing the resolution 

Gompers declared President Wil- 
son's letter to the conference 
^d^Qns|TatM /ftbc mind of the 
■Rresident is as clear as ever dur- 
^ ing his entire life, and it inditat^ 
to us that he will be restored to 
the nation and to the world soon 
in the full power of his wonderful 
mind and intellect." 

Undeir a suspension of the rules 
the rcsohition immediately was 
brought to discussion and vote, 
the labor and public groups unit- 
ing in its support on the roll call. 
The majority against the resolu- 
tion in the capital group was f>ne 
vote, iiut under the conference 
rules this majority was sufficient 
to defeat the resolutipn.
